MAYOR RANKIN.

About ten yenrs ngo the narrator, in

Marsh was a native of
Western New York, famillar with (ts
goologleal features and had explored
the very reglon in which the glant
wae supposed to hoave jain undisturb-

glant to New Haven for exhibition,

having previougly, however, earved un-
der the left arm o enbalistio inserip-
tion, This was discovered by the Rev,
Alexander MeWhorler, who is describ-
ed by his famillars as a “Yale gradu-
ate, n former professor in the Troy
Theological seminary, and a man of
miuch artiguarian knowledge and gen-
eral scholarship.” He at once deciph-
cred the ingerviption under the left arm
a8 Phoenician, and meaning: “Tamur,
god of gods,” and vehemently declared
that the stone image was really a
Phoenlclan god, and in support of this
theory wrote an elaborate magazine
article which was published, with -
lustrations, in the Galaxy. This was
reviewed in o sclentific publicution in
Germany by 4 Berlin naturallst of high
standing, and who publicly declured
that MeWhorter had made a great dis-
covery. Al this gave the Cardiff giant
another boom:, and s projectors car-
ried the stone man on & triumphal tour
